RETURN BY MARCH 7 

Fnnston Says Force of Regu- 
lars Sufficient to Meet 
Exigencies. 

Washinston, Feb. 19 — Kentucky's 
National Guardsmen have all been 
ordered home by March 7. 

In the general brder issued by Uie 
War Department Satm^y all of Ken- 
tucky's troops remaining on the bor- 
der were ordered home. The de- 
partmaat announced they will leave 
Texas aa aoon as possible afternext 
Tuesday and are expected to be re- 
stored to civilian life two weeks later. 

The department made it known that 
the p r aaen t intematkmal crisis has 
nothing to do with the ordering home 
of all the guardmen now on the l)or- 
der. The Kentucky units affected by 
the order are the First and Third reg- 
inanta of inlintry, tfw flald huapUal 
and signal corps. They are to be 
mustered out at the most convenient 
points, which means th«y will not 
have to » to Ft. Thoqo&L 

Gen. Ppnston still #DFhave on the 
bordpr nearly 50,000 troops, all of the 
regular army, disposed along the line 
fiRMB Brownsville to Yuma, Ariz., on 
plana worked out by the Oeneral Staff. 
The command includes all of the 
troop.s who were in Mexico under 
Gen. Pershing and their distribution 
was carried out under the direction of 
Oen. Eben Swift, who waa with the 
Pershing expedition.

Santa Fe, N. M., Feb. 18.-Gov. E. 
C. DeBacca died this afternoon at p 
o'clock of pernicious anaemia. 

Gk>v. De Bacca was the second gov- 
ernor of the state. The first was 
Wm. C. McDonald, who was defeated 
last fall for lieutenant governor. 

When nominated Mr. Do Bacca was 
ill and soon after beinff cboaen as the 

democratic [gubernatorial candidate he 
was sent to Los Angeles to a sanatar- 
ium. Although his physicians warn- 
ed him that ha mii^ kMa bialife if be 
returned to New Mexteo to take the 

cxciifive oath, he declared he would 
go if he had to be carried to Santa Fe 
on a stretcher. 

Blood transfusion brought tanprove- 
ment in his condition, however, and 
he traveled to the New Mexico capi- 
tal without serious result. From the 
tialn ha waa taken to a aaaatartaai 
and in his room there he was sworn 
in in the presence of fewer than a 
score of persons. After the legisla- 
ture met, early this month, he took 
personal charge (rfa coaaMir a blepart 
of the executive duties, making ap- 
pointments, passing upon bills and 
the like. 

W. E. Lindsay, lieutenant gover< 
nor, republican, automatically suc- 
ceeds to the executive office and oc- 
cupancy of the executive mansion 
here, within which Oov. De Bicca 
had not set foot since hia aleetfoo. 

He vas 53 years old.

House convened at I o'clock this af- 
ternoon and the legiskitare will begin 
an a]diaaalive and analytical study of 
provisions of the three tax bills re- 
commended for enactment by the 
State Tax Commission, appointed by 
Gov.

tlons in attendance at the hearing 
Tuesday, set apart as the day for 
manufacturers and commercial organ- 
ization representatives. Delegates 
from a acore of cities in flie State, in- 
cluding Louisville, Lexington, New- 
port, Covington, Paducah, Bowling 
Green and others, will assemble here 
as spokesmen for varioua Commercial 
Clubs and Chambers of Commerce.
